Japanese People 
Cast Heavy Vote 


TOKYO, April 10—(AP)—Jap- 

anese voters, led by’a surprisingly 
large’ number of women, today 
elected a post-war governmeat in 
their first free voting in .genera- 
tions. . 
THE TOKYO VOTE was between 
65 and 70 per cent of those eligible 
—slightly higher than the semi- 
¢estricted 1037 election and well 
under the 86 per cent called out 
undér Hideki Tojo’s coercive 
methods in the 1042 voting. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
eligible women voters went to the 
polls in contradiction of predictions 
that little more than 25 per cent 
would use their newly-granted fran- 
chise, Communist leaders in press 
interviews demanded a new elec- 
dion when it was learned that many 
persons were unable to vote be- 
cause of registration and recor! 
faults partially due to population 
shifts. 

MANY WOMEN came to the polls 
with babies strapped to their backs, 
while others left their children in 
impromptu nurseries set up in poll- 
ing districts. 

There was no indication of trend. 
First reports of the count are 
expected by late Thursday.

Ottawa Holds ‘Ace-in-Hole’ 


To Curtail ‘Luxury’ Building 
Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, April 10.—Whether municipalities decide, as 

some already have done, to issue building permits in the 

usual way, or to comply with the government’s order-in- 

council empowering them to refuse or cancel permits, con- 

struction of “non-essential” building will still be restricted. 


THE EDMONTON BULLETIN | 
yesterday afternoon attended a con- 
ference in the office of Reconstruc- 
tion Minister C. D. Howe when he 
met a delegation from Kitchener 
with the request that the govern- 
ment re-assume the onus of control- 
ling construction. 

This Mr. Howe flatly refused to 
do, insisting the responsibility for 
curtailing “luxury” construction lay 
with the municipal authorities. For 
such projects as theatres, churches, 
auditoriums or hotels, the recon- 
struction department, he disclosed, 
would step in to prevent erection 
of such structures. 

Mr. Howe's “ace-in-the-hole” is to 
be the department's refusal to re- 
lease structural steel for such jobs. 

WORK ON A NEW hotel in Mon- 
treal already has been halted this 
way, when the contractors ordered 
7,000 sets of toilets, the department 
cut off orders for structural steel, 
and brought the project to a stand- 
still. 

The way the building situation 
now stands, a municipality has the 
power to halt so-called “luxury” 
building, but if it refused to do so, 
the government will do it the 
other way by refusing steel for 
the job.

Plan to Proceed 
With Hotel Here 


The federal government's §re- 
strictions on non-essential build- 
ings will not interfere with plans 
for the construction of a new $6,- 
000,000 hotel in Edmonton, Frank 
W. Andrews, New York architect, 
representing a Canadian-American 
syndicate backing the project here, 
stated Wednesday. 

MR. ANDREWS stated when told 
of an Ottawa report indicating the 
federal government would use 
powers under order-in-council to 
halt non-essential construction: 

“We are proceeding with our 
plans and as start of construction 
would not likely be before fall at 
the earliest, the government or- 
ders are not likely to hamper us.” 

IT WAS ALSO pointed out that 
bathroom fixtures is a problem 
that would not likely have to be 
faced until toward the completion 
of the building. 

The Ottawa dispatch had stated 
that the government had ordered 
a halt on construction of a Mon- 
treal hotel when contractors or- 
dered 2,000 units for bathrooms. 

Mr. Andrews, who has been in 
Edmonton for some time, working 
out details in connection with the 
hotel, said there is nothing further 
to report at this time beyond: 

“OUR PROGRAM is proceeding 
according to plan.” 

The new hotel may run to 15 
storeys with a minimum ‘of 500 
guest rooms, according to the 
original announcement. 

The syndicate is said to have the 
choice of two or more sites for the 
building which would take about 
two years to complete,

To End in Britain 
LONDON, April 10.—(CP)—The 
last of the government's “perpetu- 
al” pensions, paid to descendants of 
national heroes, will end when the 
present Lord Nelson is dead, Hugh 
Dalton, chancellor of the exche- 
quer, said yesterday. The present 
Lord Nelson, who is 88, receives 
£5,000 ($22,250) a year, and altc- 
gether Nelson's successors have re- 
ceived £700,000 ($3,115,000) in the 
141 years since the admiral's death 
at the Battle of ‘Trafalgar. 


Musicians Demand 
Week of 10 Hours 


NEW YORK, April 10.—(AP)— 
President James C. Petrillo of 
the American Federation of 
musicians (AFL) yesterday serv- 
ed notice on major Hollywood 
film producers his union would 
demand that musicians’ salaries 
be doubled, that they be placed 
on a work week of 10 hours— 
“including time spent in rehear- 
sals”—and that their numbers be 
more than doubled, 

Mr. Petrillo’s demands, if 
granted, would increase from 
$100 to $200 the minimum weekly 
salary of studio musicians, and 
require each studio to employ at 
least 90 instead of the present 35.

New Governor-General Given 
Rousing Greeting at Halifax

HALIFAX, April 10—(CP) 
— Canada’s new Governor- 
General, Viscount Alexander, 
stepped ashore here at 3:00 
p.m., AST, (12 a.m., MST) 
after a noisy welcome to this 
old seaport. 

IN CIVILIAN ATTIRE, with top 
hat, Canada's 17th governor-gen- 
since Confederation waved 
and smiled as he stepped off the 
gangplank. After inspecting a 
naval guard of honor, with the air- 
craft carrier Warrior's band play- 
ing tunes of his old regiment—the 
Irish Guards—the new governor- 
general walked to the nine-car 
special train which had served as a 
royal train during the 1939 visit of 
the King and Queen. 

The big troopship Aquitania tied 
up at her berth here on the dot of 
1 p.m., AST, half an hour ahead 
of schedule, despite a near-gale 
which gave her a buffeting off the 
coast last night. 

A total of 950 British war brides 
aboard the big liner waved and

Passage Predicted 
Senate Committee 
Approves U.K. Loan 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(AP) 
—The Senate banking. committee 
voted 14 to 5 today to send the 
proposed $3,750,000,000 British loan 
to the floor for debate. 

The action was announced: by 
Senator Alben Barkley (Dem-Ky.) 
after a closed meeting. Senator 
Barkley predicted the Senate would 
pass the proposed credit “by a sub- 
stantial majority.” 

He said the bill would be called 
up for action the first of next week. 

MEMBERS SAID these proposals 
were rejected by the committee:: 
By Senator Robert Taft (Rep.- 
Ohio) to give Britain $1,250,000,000 
outright provided the money be 
spent in the United States, Senator 
Taft told reporters that only two 
Senators voted with him on this. 

By Senator Ernest McFarland 
(Dem.-Ariz.) to require Great Brit- 
ain to turn over to the United 
States permanently the bases now 
used by this country on a 99-year 
lease, This vote was reported to be 
seven for and 11 against. 

By Senator Homer Capehart 
(Rep.-Ind.) to set up a $1,500,000,000 
credit for Britain against which she 
could borrow up to the extent of 
the annual deficit between her im- 
ports and exports. The vote on this 
was not reported. 


Miners Walk Out 
Of Wage Parley 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(AP) 
—John L. Lewis and the United 
Mine Workers’ negotiating commit- 
tee walked out on wage conferences 
with the coal operators aimed at 
ending the 10-day-old soft coal 
strike, 

Lewis promised reporters a state- 
ment later outlining his reasons 
for leading his group out of the 
conference, 

EARLIER THE negotiations had 
been barely kept alive. 

Lewis, UMW: president, had as- 
serted the operators’ “attitude be- 
lies the making of a contract” be- 
cause they insisted on talking about 
wages and hours before committing 
themselves on his demand for crea- 
tion of a health and welfare fund 
and improved mine safety.

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Subsidies Needed Here 


The provincial-municipal project to con- 
vert Dawson Creek army buildings into resi- 
dential suites in Edmonton has broken down, 

The 238 suites completed have cost some- 
thing more than the planned 350 suites were 
expected to cost. It would take $300,000 
more to complete the undertaking. Provin- 
cial and city officials are to study whether 
it is worth while to spend the extra money 
and finish the project. 

Costs outran the estimates because of 
difficulty in obtaining materials, even under 
Bominion priorities, and shortages of skilled 
labor. 

The end result of the increased costs is 
that $47 per month would have to be charged 
as rental for a suite designed to rent for 
$33.50, with proportionately higher rentals 
for smaller apartments. 

Obviously rent at $47 per month is out of 
reach of veterans and civilians alike except 
in a small minority of cases. A two-bedroom 
suite at $28.25 is within reach of a larger 
number, but is still out of line with average 
incomes. Only one-bedroom suites at $23 
mean anything to people of low and relative- 
ly low incomes. 

This is a striking illustration of the need 
for housing subsidies, which only the federal 
treasury is in position to provide. If these 
figures represent the best the province and 
the city combined can do toward providing 
living quarters, it is folly to suppose private 
investors can supply housing for moderate- 
income renters. Subsidies alone can bring 
sale prices and rentals for newly-built houses 
of a suitable character within range of the 
majority of those who need homes, 

The Dominion Government could hardly 
find a better way to start a subsidy policy 
than by coming to the rescue of this provin- 
cial-civic undertaking, contributing grants 
which would make it possible to complete the 
project and to offer the accommodation at 
rates which can be paid by people of ordin- 
ary means. ; 

Without such assistance the scheme will 
likely be abandoned short of the objective. 
And in any case the suites will be too expen- 
sive for those who most need places to live, 


Leave the Clocks Alone 


Nobody showed up at Monday night’s 
council meeting to give reasons why council 
Should order the people of Edmonton to 
shove their clocks ahead an hour. But plenty 
of reasons were heard why council should 
leave the time-pieces alone. 

Three farmer organizations registered 
protests. So did the municipal district of 
Leduc. So did one at least of the aldermen. 
City Solicitor Garside said the council had no 
power to change the time anyway, that in 
the only province where a city had such 
power a daylight-saving bylaw had to be 
submitted to a vote of the taxpayers, And 
Ald. Parsons said if the council had any no- 
tion of monkeying with the clocks it should 
first take a plebsicite of the mothers in town 
—who would have to face the problem of 
how to get their children to go to bed an 
hour earlier in the long summer evenings.

So it looks as though Edmonton clocks 
will be allowed to tick along in unison with 
the others in this time zone—whatever To- 
ronto people may do, in defiance of Ontario 
law or by voluntary obedience to a mayoral 
request. 


The Unknown Quantity 


Down in Argentina they have finally 
finished counting the ballots which were 
marked on February 24th, and announce that 
267,000 more electors voted for Col. Peron 
than for Dr. Tamborini, his opponent in the 
presidential contest. As the total vote was 
more than 2,681,000, Peron’s plurality is 
only 10 per cent, but this gives him 304 
votes in the electoral college against 72 for 
Tamborini. 

Normally the world at large would have 
no more interest in that election than in the 
outcome of a presidential campaign in Brazil 
or ‘Chile, But in all countries where world 
politics engage attention the Peron-Tambor- 
ini fight has been watched with concern, be- 
cause it was regarded as a battle between 
Nazism and democracy, 

Shortly before the election the state de- 
partment at Washington issued an official 
survey of the Argentine situation in which 
Peron was charged with representing the 
Axis renegades who took refuge in that 
country when the Hitler fortunes were ebb- 
ing in Europe, and with drawing his support 
generally from anti-Allied and reactionary 
elements. 

This was not putting the Colonel or 
Argentina in any new role. Plenty of known 
facts had accumulated during the war years 
to back up the charges, which the Washing- 
ton report tabulated in convincing and 
interest-arousing array. It has to be recog- 
nized that in the electoral battle the demo-

Argentina was admitted to membership 
in the United Nations organization despite 
its war record, and on the strength of hope. 
It had done nothing to earn the place, but 
perhaps it would do better in future. The 
election of the idential candidate who 
had the unquestioned backing of the very 
strong pro-Axis element in the republic does 
nothing to strengthen this expectation. Ar-

The election of Col. Peron explains why 
the Argentine delegates walked out of the 
League of Nations meeting yesterday, They 
left because Argentina had not been nomin- 
ated for one of the eight vice-presidencies. 
It was not nominated for the same reason 
that Col. Peron was elected, Argentina is 
out of step with the countries which fought 
for freedom and mean to maintain it.

Unless somebody su its a more effect- 
ive or a less objectionable way to save wheat, 
the Government of the United States will 
order a 25 per cent cut in the domestic con- 
sumption of flour. 

The object is to get the people of the 
United States to do without 1,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat in the next three months, so 
this can be shipped to the countries where 
the alternative has to be wheat or nothing. 
Voluntary abstention, called for by Presi- 
dent Truman, has failed to make enough 
wheat available to meet the monthly ship- 
ments promised to the famine areas.

Without 
lifting a finger, you will become

You will also continue to be a 
British subject, but of this muvuie 
hereafter. 

The new law in this way will 
make a clean sweep of the past. 
Everybody who can qualify as a 
British subject domiciled in Can- 
ada—which is the present statu- 
tory definition of a Canadian— 
will become at a stroke a Cana- 
dian citizen.

LOOKING FORWARD as from 
the date the new law is proclaimed, 
things will be different. Native- 
born will be Canadian citizens by 
virtue of their birthright. But if 
you are a British subject, born, say, 
in the United.

ed to meet the residence and other 
qualifications before becoming en- 
titled to a certificate of Canadian 
citizenship. Being a British sub- 
ject will not give you an automatic 
right to this citizenship. Aliens, of 
course, will have to go through the 
similar but more exacting proceg- 
ure prescribed in the act before 
they can obtain certificates.

THERE ARE TWO sections in 
the bill—sections 25 and 27—which 
have caused considerable specula- 
tion and confusion among com- 
mentators, 

Section 25 consists of these 
words: “A Canadian citizen is a 
British subject.” 

Many people would have pre- 
ferred to keep Canadian citizen- 
ship entirely separate from the 
Status of a British subject. And 
from the nationalist point of view 
there is a great deal to be said for 
doing so. When you tell peopte 
that a Canadian citizen is a British 
subject but that a British subject 
is not necessarily a Canadian citi- 
zen, the matter tends to become 
baffling.

Wages in Canada are based on 
the cost-of-living index prepared by 
the bureau of statistics. The index| 
is derived from a consideration of 
the prices of a list of the various 
commodities and services which an 
average family is supposed to re- 
quire.

‘definition of a Canadian, for all 
practical purposes, has been a 
British subject domiciled in Can- 
ada.

ions, has never been prepared to 
do this, The Immigration Act has 
always been supreme in deciding 
who may enter and live in this 
country. Being a British subject 
has never conferred the right of 
entry into Canada, and so far as 
may be judged never will. It seem- 
‘ed simpler, therefore, to say in the 
new law that a Canadian citizen 
is a British subject and to leave the 
rest of our statute law unchanged. 

And it is obviously true as well, 
that the government desired to give 
Briiish subjects a higher status in 
this country than is extended to 
aliens. Hence section 27 of the bill 
provides that any person who has 
acquired the status of a British 
subject, by birth or by naturaliza- 
tion under the laws of any country 
of the British Commonwealth other 
than Canada, shall be recognized 
in Canada as a British subject. Of 
course, he must get into Canada be- 
fore he can enjoy the privileges 
granted to a British subject and to 
do so he must run the gauntlet of 
the Immigration Act, which plays 
no favorites as between British sub- 
jects and non-British aliens. 

x * & 


BUT IF A BRITISH subject does 
get into Canada, the importance 
of retaining the status of a British 
subject in our laws is at once ap- 
parent. Under Canadian law, within 
Canada, a British subject has the 
same privileges and rights as a 
Canadian citizen. He can vote. He 
can stand for Parliament, He might 
become prime minister. Being “a 
subject of the Queen” (BNA Act, 
section 23) he can certainly as- 
ire to become a Senator. Therefore 
& British subject, once in Canada, 
will hold great advantages over an 
alien, even if he does not wish to 
become a Canadian citizen. 

The difference between such a 
British subject and a Canadian 
citizen, under the new law, would 
be this: A British subject will have 
no right to enter the country at 
will, which a citizen will have. And 
if a British subject should leave 
Canada, he will revert, after one 
year abroad, to his native national- 
ity. That is, he might be an English- 
man and, once away from Canada 
for a year, he will owe allegiance 
to the United Kingdom and will 
have to re-enter Canada as an im- 
migrant. The status of a British 
subject in Canada is local to this 
country. But the status of a Cana- 
‘dian citizen is as wide as the 
world and as permanent as life 
itself. 

Section 27 has been construed in 
some quarters as meaning that this 
bill draws a color line. Canada will 
recognize British subjects if they 
are so made by the laws of any 
other country of the Common- 
wealth. These countries are listed 
in an annex to the bill and com- 
prise the autonomous nations of 
the Commonwealth. 

* * & 


1S IT THE INTENTION, it is 
being asked, to exclude British sub- 
jects of India or of other British 
lands where the population is col? 
ored? The answer given by the 
government is—No. Indians and 
other colored peoples are dealt 
with under the Immigration Act 
and there is no necessity to draw 
a color line in this bill. Being a 
British subject, as already stated, 
does not and never has assured 
entry to Canada. 

The reason, here, is that only 
the autonomous nations of the Com- 
monwealth have citizenship laws 
in this sense. India, for example, 
has the right to create British sub- 
jects but only for India. A British 
subject, under India’s law, forfeits 
that status the moment he leaves 
India. Therefore, he must rely on 
British law, or, if an alien, on the 
law of the country of his birth. It is 
not so with the self-governing Do- 
minions or with the United King- 
dom, 

To sum up: Within Canada, a 
British subject will possess all the 
advantages of a Canadian citizen, 
No distinction will exist in our 
statute law. Outside of Canada, 
however, the effects of this bill 
will be far-reaching. It is to this 
external phase of the measure that 
constitutionalists will turn in the

Loggers’ Earnings 

Editor, Bulletin: In your issue of 
April 5, “Nine Years at It,” B. C, 
gives figures which appear to me 
to be the usual kind of hash dished 
up by trouble makers. 

He quotes in his list of monthly 
expenses, fare to camp $15, heavy 
boots and clothing $32, These two 
items alone total $47, These are 
not monthly expenses, but should 
cover a full season. Logging season 
in Alberta is usually during winter 
(say five months), Therefore di. 
vide five into $47 which equals 
$9.40 per month. Add this dif- 
ference of $37.60 to net profit he 
gave of $56.50, makes a total of 
$94.10 per month net, all clear to 
take home, all income tax paid. 

Not bad, eh, considering it is 
earned during winter when there 
is practically no _ profit-making 
work on the farm.

Not Given Fair Deal 

Editor, Bulletin: I would like to 
draw the attention of the Canadian 
farmers to what I consider is a 
gross injustice by the Dominion 
government and the wheat board in 
the way they are disposing of the 
farmers’ wheat at the present time, 
We are informed that our wheat is 
being sold at $1.55 per bushel. It is 
worth on the open market $1.80, 
We receive on delivery $1.25, from 
which is deducted handling and 
shipping expenses. We also re- 
ceive a producer's certificate, 
which, if the wheat is sold at $1.55 
would be worth 30 cents per bushel, 

I am sure the Canadian farmers 
would not complain if we received 
this even though wheat, I believe, 
is worth $2 per bushel on the world 
market. What is not fair nor just 
is that in order to keep the cost of 
bread down at its present level, 
the wheat board sells our wheat to 
the Canadian millers for 77% 
cents and the government refunds 
the difference of 47% cents which 
makes up $1.25, which is all the 
farmer gets, when the wheat could 
be sold for $1.55 or more. This 
means that the farmer is forced to 
accept 30 cents per bushel less fon 
every bushel of wheat that is mill. 
ed in Canada in order to keep the 
price of bread and flour down to 
the lowest in the world, at the ex- 
pense of the Canadian farmer, as 
he has to pay his share of the gov- 
ernment’s subsidy, plus 30 cenis 
per bushel he would receive if his 
wheat had been sold on the market, 

While we all agree that it is 2 
good policy to keep the price 
of bread down, we do not think it is 
fair to ask the Canadian farmer 
to carry over 75 per cent of the 
costs.

$1.25, which again reduces the 
value of his producer certificate, 
and the farmer is forced to carry 
a very unfair portion of this gift. 
While at the present time the cost- 
of-living, wages, machinery, gas, 
everything that the farmer needs, 
going up. I am sure that most, 
if not all, Canadians will agree that 
the farmer should receive at least 
the market value for his products, 
and what our government decides 
to give to starving Europe the 
cost should be divided equally and 
fairly to Canada as a whole.

Russia Asks U.S. 
Drop Spy Charge 


WASHINGTON, April 19—(AP) 
—Government officials reported 
Tuesday that Russia had “suggest- 
ed” the United States drop its spy 
charges against Soviet Lieut. Nico- 
lai G. Redin unless it can produce 
more evidence. 
Redin, a 29-year-old naval officer, | 
was seized in the Federal Bureaig 
of Investigation at Portland, Ore., | 
March 26 on espionage charges. 

WASHINGTON officials, who 
asked anonymity, told reporters the! 
Soviet Union had sent its sugges-| 
tion through ordinary diplomatic 
channels, It was not a flat request 
that the case be dropped, they said. 

Instead, it expressed the opinion 
that on the basis of current evid- 
ence the charge was not justified 
and asked whether the United 
States government expected to 
proceed with the case. 
The FBI warrant eharged Redin 
with inducing an unnamed person! 
to give him data on the USS Yel- 
lowstone, a destroyer tender, 

It was not learned whether the 
United States had answered the 
Russian communication to date,

Scored In Commons Debate

OTTAWA, April 10.—(CP)—Two Toronto members of 
parliament, one a Progressive Conservative and' the other 
a Liberal, yesterday in the Commons called upon Canadians 
to fight against the “hyphenation of Canadianism” as an 


evil which did not fit into the 
citizenship or unity. 

THEY WERE Donald Fleming 
(PC-Toronto Eglinton) and David 
Croll (L-Toronto Spadina), who 
spoke in continued debate on 
second reading of the government 
bill to define Canadian citizenship. 

Though their views differed on 
some details of the measure, both 
supported the principle of the bill, 
as did Alan Cockeram (PC-York 
South), Alistair Stewart (CCF- 
Winnipeg North) and Maj.-Gen. G. 
R. Pearkes, VC, (PC-Nanaimo). 

Earlier, Finance Minister Isley 
announced the signing of an agree- 
ment under which Canada will ex- 
tend a $242,500,000 credit to France 
for the purchase of goods in Can- 
ada.

With more than 36 years of sail- 
ing in Arctic waters behind him, 
Patsy Klengberg, now in the city 
for the first time since 1934, had 
some pretty exciting stories to tell 
when visited at the Corona hotel 
Tuesday. 

THE ROUTE THROUGH the 
Northwest Passage by way of 
Boothia Peninsula’s Bellot strait 
has been sailed by Klengberg, the 
occasion being the first time in 
history that this feat was accom- 
plished.

12 Rubbish Fires 
Here During March 


Rubbish and grass fires were the 
most prevalent in the city during 
the month of March, according to 
the monthly fire report of the city 
fire department released Wednes- 
day by Fire Chief James Macgre- 
gor. The report listed 12 rubbish 
fires and six grass fires. 

THE NUMBER of false alarms 
turned in during March showed an 
alarming increase over the previous 
monthly total. Fire equipment in 
the city rolled to 15 false alarms 
last month compared to six in 
February. 

Three fires were caused by cig- 
arette butts, the same as the pre- 
vious month while three were 
found to have started from over- 
heated stoves. There was only oac 
chimney fire. 

FIRE MARSHAL J. Booth in- 
spected 195 buildings during the 
month and dealt with 30 com- 
plaints. Total of 37 fire permits 
were issued during March. 

Thirty-one fires were investigat- 
ed by the fire marshal with the 
cause of six being classified as “un- 
known”.

Red Cross To 
Aid in Relief 


Canadian Red Cross in conjunc- 
tion with the Canadian United Al- 
lied Relief Fund, propose to ex- 
pend in 1946 some $5,000,000 of its 
remaining war funds on relief sup- 
plies for war-stricken populations 
in Europe and China and in addi- 
tion will allocate large amounts of 
supplies on hand from its overseas 
and Canadian warehouses for the 
same purpose, Commitments 
against this 1946 allocation are 
already underway. 

Officials at the National head- 
quarters of the society making this 
announcement referred to despatch- 
es from its overseas representatives 
stating that suffering in Europe and 
China due to the war has reached 
acute proportions and called for 
every possible assistance. 

Considerable expenditures from 
available funds and the distribution 
of large quantities of supplies on 
hand are also planned for relief 
in Britain in 1946, it was stated. 


principally clothing and medical 
supplies, totalling some $9,000,000 
1 | covering commitments on behalf of 
|the Canadian United Allied Relief 
Fund for the year 1945 have now 
been completed and the bulk of the 
goods shipped. In addition to these, 
approximately $2,000,000 worth of 
Red Cross made-up supplies, it was 
estimated, had also been dispatched 
to European countries for use in 
Britain. 

RELIEF GOODS consigned to 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Greece, Holland, Norway, Yugo- 
slavia, China, Denmark, Luxem- 
bourg, Poland and Russia in 1945 
were packed in over 70,500 cases 
and carried on 89 steamers. 

Committees of each of the above 
countries collaborated with the 
Red Cross in the selection and 
purchase of goods most needed in 
the individual countries concerned 
and involved many hundreds of 
different items.
